To Prev ent 
Car Skids 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 13—J*—A j 
Los An geles in v en tor is display in g 
a simple dev ice which he say s will 
keep au tomobiles from skiddin g on 
slippery roads. 
Dr. William Ross, the in v en tor, 
calls it the gy ro-skid con trol. The 
dev ice, 
weighin g 
45 pou n ds 
is 
placed on the eros* rear member 
of a car, parallel with the rear ax ­ 
le. 
It con sists of a steel tu be 36 in ch 
es lon g an d three in ches in diame­ 
ter. In side the tu be is a 35-pou n d 
slidin g steel bar weight. The bar is 
free to sile back an d forth later­ 
ally on ball bearin gs. There are 
sprin gs in side each en d of the tu be. 
"It acts as a cou n ter cen trifu gal 
force,” Dr. Ross ex plain ed. "Sin ce 
skiddin g is a resu lt of lateral dis­ 
placemen t of weight the cou n ter- 
i cen trifu gal action of this dev ice, 
j replacin g that w e i g h t , prev en ts 
skiddin g.” 
He said the dev ice employ s a 
basic law of phy sics an d that ev en 
thou gh the mov in g bar weighs on ly 
35 pou n ds it ex erts powerfu l force 
on a heav y car 
Dr. Ross said the dev ice will 
ev en cu t down skiddin g on a fast 
stop. He said "horizon tal v ibration , 
by fore an d aft motion , start' an 
au tomatic cou n ter lateral v ibra­ 
tion in the gy ro-skid con trol ” He 
said this acts to "dampen all hori­ 
zon tal v ibration an d main tain equ al 
distribu tion of weight on the rear 
wheels.”

That s the heart of a question 
which has produced a growing de- 
♦hate in the nation’s courts and 
communities. 
“ The First Amendment," say s 
the United States Supreme Court, 
“ has erected a wall of separation 
between churrh and state which 
must be kept high and Impregnab­ 
le." 
But some feel, in the words of 
the Roman Catholic bishops of the 
U. S., that absolute separation is 
an “ utter distortion" of American 
^traditions that threatens to “ban 
God from public life." 
• • • 
OTHERS SAY, in the words of 
the Central Conference of Ameri­ 
can Rabbit, that the separation 
principle 
is 
“ being 
questioned, 
challenged 
and 
undermined 
in 
many quarters." Yet they too call 
for greater spiritual emphasis. 
Vary ing attitudes have developed 
^>n a score of modern issues stem- 
Tnmg from the central problem. 
It has “ vexed and divided Amer­ 
icans” and the courts as well, said 
Historian Henry Steele Commagcr. 
At the roots is the struggle of 
a nation to reinforce its moral 
foundations in the fare of ram­ 
pant materialism and Commu­ 
nism, and at the same time, to 
safeguard the religious rights of 
each man. 
rn It 
has aroused 
keen 
feelings 
about religion 
and 
the 
schools, 
government aid to sectarian insti­ 
tutions, and diplomatic dealings 
with the Vatican. Such matters as 
Sunday laws. conscientious objec­ 
tors, compulsory flag • saluting, 
among other things, also have be­ 
come involved. 
Commagcr put it this way : The 
riddle is over “ where the line is 
to he drawn between conscience 
^and authority ." 
^ 
• • • 
HOW’ CAN the government of 
a 
nation, with 250 religious sects 
within its borders, (I) favor any 
without offending others, or (2) fa­ 
vor all without offending nonbeliev­ 
ers, agnostics or supporters of non­ 
religious sy tems of ethics? 
The U. S. Constitution—the sup­ 
remo law of the land—pay s hom­ 
age to no deity . Its laws spurn any 
enlist inct ions 
between 
methodism, 
atheism or voodooism. 
But the division between church 
and state never has been complete. 
Here are a few way s the govern­ 
ment shows interest in God: 
1. Its coins bear the words—"In 
God W’e Trust." 
2. Churches are tax-exempt. Con­ 


tributions to churches also are de; 
ductible from personal income tax* 
3. The President and others take 
their oath on the (Christian) Bible. 
4. Congress has engaged a 
chaplain and opened with pray er 
since the founding of the repub­ 
lic and the constitutional conv en­ 
tion. 
5. Chapels stand at West Point 
and other U. S. military posts. Min­ 
isters are exempt from military 
service, or commissioned as chap­ 
lains. Chaplains also are employ ed 
at penal and other government in­ 
stitutions. 
6. Legal documents are dated 
“ In The Year Of Our Lord." When 
a witness is sworn, he affirms, “so 
help me God." 
7 . Religious observances—Christ­ 
mas, Good Friday , Thanksgiving— 
are legal holiday s. 
8. Presidents often have called 
for national pray er. 
9. Tha Declaration of Independ­ 
ence proclaims the "Creator" the 
bestower of rights and liberties. 


10. UNDER the GI bill, veterans 
could receive support for educa­ 
tion at sectarian colleges. Under a 
recent federal act, denominational 
hospitals receive aid. 
11. An Associated Press survey 
shows 17 states grant some aid to 
denominational institutions, 
such 
as hospitals and orphan asy lums. 
12. Laws of 39 states call for var­ 
ious restrictions on Sunday or the 
Sabbath. 
13. Legislatures in all states, ex­ 
cept Rhode Island, have a regular 
chaplain or have visiting chaplains 
for daily pray er. 
ll. All states, ex cept West Vir­ 
ginia, Arizona and Wy oming, rec­ 
ognize God in their ronstitutions, 
usually in the preamble. (“ We 
the people, grateful to almighty 
God," say s the Nebraska consti­ 
tution, for ex ample.) 
The 
Constitution 
pledges 
that 
"no religious test shall ever be re­ 
quired as a qualification to any of­ 
fice or public trust under the Unit­ 
ed States." 
When some of the founders in­ 
sisted on a direct guarantee of re­ 
ligious liberty , the First Amend­ 
ment was written. It say s, in part, 
“ Congress shall make no law re­ 
specting an establishment of relig­ 
ion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof." 
Although the First Amendment 
originally applied only to Congress, 
I the 14th amendment, passed in 
1868, has been interpreted by the 
Supreme Court to apply the First 
Amendment to the States. 
The 14th Amendment reads, in 
part: “ No state shall make or en­ 
force any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of citi­ 
zens of the United States xxx." 
But down through the y ears, Am­ 
erican Presidents often have point­ 
ed to religion as the basis of our 
society . The late President Roose­ 
velt said:

Varying attitudes have developed

When some of the founders in­ 
sisted on a direct guarantee of re­ 
ligious liberty, the First Amend­ 
ment was written. It says, in part, 
“ Congress shall make no law re­ 
specting an establishment of relig­ 
ion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof." 
Although the First 
Amendment 
originally applied only to Congress, 
the 14th 
am endment, passed 
in 
1868, has been interpreted by the 
Supreme Court to apply the First 
Amendment to the States. 
The 14th Amendment reads, in 
part: “ No state shall make or en­ 
force any law' which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of citi­ 
zens of the United States xxx." 
But down through the years, Am­ 
erican Presidents often have point­ 
ed to religion as the basis of our 
society. The late President Roose­ 
velt said: 
“ Storms from 
abroad directly 
challenge three institutions 
indis­ 
pensable to Americans, now as al­ 
ways. The first is religion. It is the 
source of the other two—Democ­ 
racy and international good faith."

HE LABORED TIRELESSLY 
THOMAS ALVA EDISON, described by 
o ne reference wo rk as “extraordinary dean 
o f American inventors.’’ was 
b o r n 1 05 
y ears ag o , o n February ll. 1 8 4 7 . No man 
had a g reater impact o n the lives of peo ple 
o f America and o f the wo rld. His impo rtant 
inv entio ns—the electric lig ht, the pho no ­ 
g raph, the electric sto rag e battery , an d 
sco res o f o thers—are inex tricably wo v en 
into the pattern o f mo dern liv ing . 
Self-educated. Ediso n was nev er a g o o d 
business man, but so pro ductiv e was his 
fertile brain that he was wo rth $4 0,000,000 
when he died. Ediso n was a life-lo ng adv o ­ 
cate o f industry , and no ne o f his co ntem­ 
po raries wo rked so tirelessly . When he was 
in the midst o f perfecting o ne o f his g reat 
inv entio ns he wo rked day and nig ht with 
little sleep. The 4 0-ho ur-week had no ap­ 
peal fo r him. 
Ediso n was o ne o f the Giants who made 
this co untry . As is the case with many o th­ 
ers, his name and acco mplishments hav e 
nev er receiv ed the ho mag e that sho uld be 
besto wed. Ceremo nies were held ho no ring 
the g reat inv ento r o n the fiftieth anniv er­ 
sary o f the inv entio n o f the electric lig ht 
and a special po stag e stamp celebrating 
the ev ent was issued. Since Mr. Ediso n’s 
death a few y ears after that ev ent little 
public tribute has been paid to his g reat­ 
ness. 


CALL TO INGENUITY 
AMERICAN ing enuity sho uld be at wo rk 
no w o n the weapo ns o f I960 and 1 97 0, say s 
Charles E. Wilso n, director of defense mo ­ 
bilizatio n. The U. S. can nev er ho pe to 
equal the po tential enemy in manpo wer. 
Its o nly ho pe is to k eep long steps 
ahead o f 
the aggressor in those weapons 
which the 
ag e o f electro nics will produce. 
Fo r that reason Mr. Wilson is 
no t unduly 
co ncerned by the relatively slow 
pace o f 
weapo n production. Weapon 
deliv eries o f 
$2 billion a month are not alarmingly slow 
in v iew of the fact that weapons 
pro duced 
no w may be o utmo ded in 
five y ears o r less. 
But this natio n is constantly 
enlarg ing its 
base o f pro ductio n. If a sho wdo wn co mes 
the U. S. will be in po sitio n to po ur o ut the 
latest in weapo ns at a mo re rapid rate than 
Russia. 
The facto r o f ing enuity is all impo rtant. 
If American scientists and i n v e n t o r s 
sho uld fall behind the reds in weapon 
per­ 
fectio n. the communists’ superior 
man­ 
po wer will be a formidable menace. 
But 
this country has led in this field for years, 
and there is no reaso n to do ubt that it will 
co ntinue to do so . 
The unsatisfacto ry phase is Wilson’s 
g uess that the wo rld will still be under the 
threat of war a decade or two hence. Such 
a prospect 
is disheartening, to say 
the 
least.

Everybody is being warned that national

The past two wars conclusively establish 
that although the soldier and sailor risk 
their lives, victory It as much a product 
of the factory, mill and mine as of the ac­ 
tual fighting on the field of battle. 
The engineer then is not only a contribu­ 
tor to peacetime production; he is of even 
more importance in time of war. It is esti­ 
mated that there is at pierent a shortage 
of about 
60,000 engineers anji that the num­ 
ber will increase. The term, engineer, does 
not include laboratory work ers in the sci­ 
entific fields, that is, biologists, chemists 
and physicists, the last so significant 
in 
atomic fissio n. 
Sev eral causes are given for 
the sho rt­ 
ag e, the principal o ne being that during the 
indiscriminate draft o f Wo rld War II, to o 
many bo y * were taken out o f co lleg e. The 
accelerated co urses, which some 
scho o ls 
emplo y ed, made it possible 
to distribute 
deg rees, if no t learning , but it did not help 
the y o ung men who 
aspired to engineering 
and science. 
While it is possible to sk im through a 
co urse in government, from Aristotle to 
Karl Marx , it is not possible 
to tak e the 
work in the fields of engineering or science 
in o ne’s stride. The result is the present 
sho rtag e. 
One estimate puts it that* industry re­ 
quires abo ut 30,000 eng ineers each year fo r 
replacement and g ro wth; in 1952, there will 
be 25.000 new g raduates in this co urse; in 
1954. perhaps as few as 12.000. Obviously, 
these fig ures sho w that the sho rtag e will 
increase. Sho uld we face a large draft, the 
number o f y o ung men who will hav e an o p­ 
po rtunity to study eng ineering will be few­ 
er. 
This is o ne o f tho se vexed pro blems fo r 
which there can be no easy answer. Many 
parents and o fficials feel that a draft can 
be fair o nly if all are called o n a basis o f 
equality . They co ntend that what is inv o lv ­ 
ed is a y o ung man’s life and that the smart 
bo y sho uld be required to make the same 
sacrifices as the dull bo y . 
On the o ther hand, there is no use send­ 
ing tro o ps into the field witho ut adequate 
equipment and that is a pro blem o f eng i­ 
neering . 
Napo leo n 
said that an army 
mo v es o n its sto mach, but to day it mo v es 
in airplanes, tanks, jeeps and submarines, 
requiring the serv ices o f eng ineers. It also 
eng ag es in chemical and bio lo g ical war­ 
fare and manufactures ato m bo mbs. The 
eng ineer and the scientist therefo re keep 
the Army , Nav y and Air Force in supply. 
No t all men are equal in their fitness fo r 
serv ice in the 
eng ineering and scientific 
fields. A mother o nce said to me that while 
her so n was no good at trigonometry, he 
had a fine character, and that therefore the 
smart boy should have no advantage over 
her son in a democratic country. 
The bo y witho ut'mathematics cannot 
po ssibly perfo rm certain essential task s 
witho ut which we not only can but surely 
will be defeated. It takes a special ty pe of 
perso nality to wo rk fo r ho urs and dav s in 
a labo rato ry to find a fo rmula. The ex tro ­ 
v ert is no t likely to hav e 
the patience fo r 
such labo r o r ev en to accept preliminary 
disciplines fo r the dev elo pment o f the co ld­ 
ly lo g ical mind essential for any engineer­ 
ing o r scientific work . 
Intellectual capacity does appear at very 
early years. It is possible to 
g iv e high 
scho o l students aptitude tests, to watch 
their mark s and their interests, and to 
kno w whether they 
will ever be suitable 
students in engineering 
and 
scientific 
courses. Most students would fail at such 
work , and it is possible to k now that, too. 
The problem then is to select the pro­ 
spective engineers and scientists for spe­ 
cialization without interfering with the 
broad concept that all boys are eq ual in 
the eyes of the draft, or in Universal Mili­ 
tary Training.

aged person for allergy call for 
special care. Sk in tests to d eter- 


as prom ptly as the sk in of a 
younger person. 
T hus, while a sk in allergy ra re ­ 
ly occurs afte r a person is well 
along in life, it is very stubborn 
and hard to tre a t lf it does occur. 
Allergic reactions to drugs are 
Just the opposite-—they are m ore 
freq uent in the elderly tha n in 
young 
people. 
T his 
difference 
m ay be due to the fa c t tha t elder­ 
ly people tak e drugs m uch m ore 
tha n younger adults or young­ 
sters. 
More and m ore we are getting 
reports of m any elderly people 
who are having allergic reactions 
w hen treated w ith the new sul­ 
fonam ide and antibiotic drugs. 
Allergy in Nom 
Very eom on In the aged is a 
persistent allergy of the m em - 


At the sam e tim e, it is less lik ely mJne allergies are not too reliable 
to heal from w ounds and injuries in these people. 
G reat caution is also req uired 
in treating elderly persons w ith 
drugs, such as the antihistam ine 
drugs, ephedrin com pounds and , 
especially, ACTH and cortisone. 
These drugs can be dangerous if 
used indiscrim inately. It is very 
unwise to use them for an allergy 
w ithout a physician'* advice. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. L r W hat bad reactions can 
one get from tak ing ACTH or 
cortisone? 
Answer; An excessive gain in 
weight, due to failure to elim inate 
fluids from the body, excessive 
grow th of hair, as well as loss of 
hair, and m ental depression m ay 
occur. However, if the drugs are 
adm inistered und er the supervi­ 
sion of a physician, these com pli­ 
cations are infre q ue nt

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HE LABORED TIRELESSLY 
THOMAS ALVA EDISON, described by 
one reference work as “extraordinary dean 
of American inventors.*’ was b o r n 105 
years ago, on February ll. 1847. No man 
had a greater impact on the lives of people 
of America and of the world. His important 
inventions—the electric light, the phono­ 
graph, the electric storage battery, a n d 
scores of others—are inextricably woven 
into the pattern of modern living. 
Self-educated, Edison was never a good 
business man, but so productive was his 
fertile brain that he was worth $40,000,000 
when he died. Edison was a life-long advo­ 
cate of industry, and none of his contem­ 
poraries worked so tirelessly. When he was 
in the midst of perfecting one of his great 
inventions he worked day and night with 
little sleep. The 40-hour-week had no ap­ 
peal for him. 
Edison was one of the Giants who made 
this country. As is the case with many oth­ 
ers, his name and accomplishments have 
never received the homage that should be 
bestowed. Ceremonies were held honoring 
the great inventor on the fiftieth anniver­ 
sary of the invention of the electric light 
and a special postage stamp celebrating 
the event was issued. Since Mr. Edison’s 
death a few' years after that event little 
public tribute has been paid to his great­ 
ness. 


CALL TO INGENUITY 
AMERICAN ingenuity should be at work 
now on the weapons of I960 and 1970, says 
Charles E. Wilson, director of defense mo­ 
bilization. The U. S. can never hope to 
equal the potential enemy in manpower. 
Its only hope is to keep long steps ahead of 
the aggressor in those weapons which the 
age of electronics will produce. 
For that reason Mr. Wilson is not unduly 
concerned by the relatively slow' pace of 
weapon production. Weapon deliveries of 
$2 billion a month are not alarmingly slow 
in view of the fact that weapons produced 
now may be outmoded in five years or less. 
But this nation is constantly enlarging its 
base of production. If a show-down comes 
the U. S. will be in position to pour out the 
latest in weapons at a more rapid rate than 
Russia. 
The factor of ingenuity is all important. 
If American scientists and i n v e n t o r s 
should fall behind the reds in weapon per­ 
fection, the comm unists’ superior man­ 
power will be a formidable menace. But 
this country has led in this field for years, 
and there is no reason to doubt that it w-ill 
continue to do so. 
The unsatisfactory phase 
is Wilson’s 
guess that the world will still be under the 
threat of w-ar a decade or two hence. Such

Georg# B. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


The past two wars conclusively establish 
that although the soldier and sailor risk 
their lives, victory is as much a product 
of the factory, mill and mine as of the ac­ 
tual fighting on the field of battle. 


The engineer then is not only a contribu­ 
tor to peacetime production; he is of even 
more importance in time of war. It is esti­ 
mated that there is at present a shortage 
of about 60.000 engineers an^l that the num­ 
ber w-ill increase. The term, engineer, does 
not include laboratory workers in the sci­ 
entific fields, that is, biologists, chemists 
and physicists, the last so significant in 
atomic fission. 
Several causes are given for the short­ 
age, the principal one being that during the 
indiscriminate draft of World War II, too 
many boys w-ere taken out of college. The 
accelerated courses, w-hich some schools 
employed, made it possible to distribute 
degrees, if not learning, but it did not help 
the young men who aspired to engineering 
and science. 
While it is possible to skim through a 
course in government, from Aristotle to 
Karl Marx, it is not possible to take the 
work in the fields of engineering or science 
in one s stride. The result is the present 
shortage. 
One estimate puts it that* industn re­ 
quires about 30.000 engineers each year for 
replacement and growth; in 1952, there w-ill 
be 25.000 new graduates in this course; in 
1954 perhaps as few- as 12.000. Obviously, 
these figures show that the shortage will 
increase. Should we face a large draft, the 
number of young men who w ill have an op­ 
portunity to study engineering will be few­ 
er. 
This is one of those vexed problems for 
w-hich there can be no easy answ er. Ma in- 
pa rents and officials feel that a draft can 
be fair only if all are called on a basis of 
equality. They contend that w-hat is involv­ 
ed is a young man’s life and that the sm art 
boy should be required to make the same 
sacrifices as the dull boy. 
On the other hand, there is no use send­ 
ing troops into the field without adequate 
equipment and that is a problem of engi­ 
neering. 
Napoleon 
said 
that 
an arm y 
moves on its stomach, but today it move* 
in airplanes, tanks, jeeps and submarines, 
requiring the services of engineers. It also 
engages in chemical and biological w a r­ 
fare and manufactures atom bombs. The 
engineer and the scientist therefore keep 
the Army, Navy and Air Force in supply. 
Not all men are equal in their fitness for 
service in the engineering and scientific 
fields. A mother once said to me that while 
her son was no good at trigonometry, he 
had a fine character, and that therefore the 
sm art boy should have no advantage over 
her son in a democratic country. 
The boy without #m athem atics cannot 
possibly perform certain essential tasks 
without w hich we not only can but surely 
will be defeated. It takes a special type of 
personality to w-ork for hours and da- s in 
a laboratory to find a formula. The extro­ 
vert is not likely to have the patience for 
such labor or even to accept preliminary 
disciplines for the development of the cold­ 
ly logical mind essential for any engineer­ 
ing or scientific work. 
Intellectual capacity does appear at very 
early years. It is possible to give high 
school students aptitude tests, to watch 
their m arks and their interests, and to 
know whether they w-ill ever be suitable 
students in engineering 
and 
scientific 
courses. Most students would fail at such

Allergies In Elderly People 


ly HERMAN N. BUNDESEN M D. 


IT is interesting lo note th a t 
elderly folk are lea* a p t to have 
m any of the bothersome allergies, 
for allergic conditions, such as 
asthm a, hay fever, skin rashes 
and urticaria, are found more 
frequently in the younger age 
groups. 
This difference is very notice­ 
able in hay fever, allergic m i­ 
graine, food allergy an d all aller­ 
gies in which a substance comes 
In contact with the sktn. It seems 
th a t the skin of an aged person 
is less likely to become allergic. 
At the same time, it is less likely 
to heal from wounds and injuries 
as prom ptly as the skin of a 
younger person. 
Thus, while a skin allergy ra re ­ 
ly occurs after a person is well 
along in life, it is very stubborn 
and hard to tre a t if it does occur. 
Allergic reactions to drugs are 
just the opposite—they are more 
frequent in the elderly th a n in 
young 
people. 
This 
difference 
may be due to the fact th a t elder­ 
ly people take drugs m uch more 
th a n younger adults or young­ 
sters. 
More and more we are getting 
reports of m any elderly people 
who are having allergic reactions 
when treated with th e new sul­ 
fonamide and antibiotic drugs. 


Allergy In Nom 
Very co mon in the aged Is a 
persistent allergy of the m em - 


! branes in the nose Many of these 
people, with noses always ru n ­ 
ning and stuffed up, are really 
suffering from a form of allergy 
I often seen in their age group. 
This disorder should not be neg­ 
lected, but should be treated, 
since it m ay lead to asthm a in 
the aged. This type of asth m a la 
common, and is usually compli- 
; cated by some other form of lung 
1 disease. Even a chronic cough in 
an aged person may sometime! 
be due entirely to an allergy. 
Examining 
and 
treating 
an 
I aged person for allergy call for 
special care. Skin tests to d eter­ 
mine allergies are not too reliablt 
in these people. 
G reat caution is also required 
I in treating elderly persons with 
I drugs, such as the antihistam ine 
drugs, ephedrin compounds and, 
especially, AUTH and cortisone. 
These drugs can be dangerous if 
used indiscriminately. It is very 
unwise to use them for an allergy 
without a physician's advice. 
QI ESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. L : W hat bad reactions can 
one get from taking ACTH or 
cortisone? 
Answer: An excessive gain in 
weight, due to failure to elim inate 
fluids from the body, excessive 
growth of hair, as well as loss of 
hair, an d m ental depression may 
occur. However, if the drugs are 
adm inistered under the supervi­ 
sion of a physician, these compli­ 
cations are infrequent.
